LONDON. Ont. (CUP) — 
Forty per cent of the male 
students and 54 per cent of 
the female students at the 
University of Western Ontario 
have felt some need for coun- 
selling on emotional or psy- 
chological problems since en- 
tering the university, a cam- 
pus mental health survey 
showed Jan. 12. 

But only slightly more than 
one-half this number of stu- 
dents actually sought help, 
most often from a friend, a 
member of their family, or 
a religious advisor.

Council Comes Under Fire 
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Student's Council faced a 
barrage of questions and objec» 
tions Monday night at the first 
open assembly of those Mac 
students interested in college 
airs. After new business, 
ich passed a motion unani» 
mously favouring two Education 
representatives on Council, one 
to be elected in the fall term 
and another in the spring, the 
floor was open for questions 
and discussions. Arising out 
of the minutes, the question 
was raised concerning re- 
quired marks standing for 
those running for president or 
chairman of committees and 
clubs. It was felt bv some 
members that university stu- 
dents should be responsible 
enough to know if they were 
capable of handling such po- 
sitions. Applause followed the 
remark that differences in 
various options and courses 
made it possible for higher 
standing in one and not the 

other and it was also pointed 
out that often those students 
with a low percentage are bet- 
ter able to lead. Althoup:h this 

developed into a very heated 
argument, it remained un- 
settled. 



OLD COFFEE SHOP TO OPEN 
Questioning turned to the 
problem of«where ore Mac stu- 
dents to go for relaxing after 
Coffee Shop hours now that Joes 
is *'no more". A move was made 
that the Old Coffee Shop be 
open for dancing, light snacks 
and soft drinks and relaxing on 
Friday and Saturday nights until 
1:30 p.m. so that those students 
with senior leave privileges 
would have a meeting place, 
with atmosphere. It was general- 
ly agreed that atmosphere was 
essential and that this v^cis not 
supplied by our present Coffee 

Shop. Concern for those re- 
sidents of Brittain Hall room- 
ing above the Old Coffee Shop 
was alleviated by those mem- 
bers present who found no dis- 
turbances when parties were 
held there. When the problem 
of WHAT people want in this 
room is decided, a delegation 
will be sent to administration. 
Class parties will take pre- 
ference over these nights. 

Again the controversy over 
beer on campus arose, now 
with special consideration be- 
cause although junior and se- 
nior students are allowed the 
privilege of class parties OFF 



campus, there is NOWHERE 
to go. The point was brought 
forth that the majority of those 
students in the Faculty of 
Agriculture and the School of 
Household Science were over 
twenty years of age, in fact 
the ratio was 2:1. Therefore, 
why not allow beer at junior 
and senior class parties, at 
least, with restrictions as to 
those allowed to attend. All 
responsibility would be on the 
class presidents. Council felt 
that control of these parties 
would be the main difficulty 
but if a staisfactory solution, 
to meet with the approval of 
the Quebec Liquor Board and 
college administration, would 
be found, the question should 
be reviewed. Again many 
''ifs, but's and and's'* were 
battered about between Coun- 
cil and audience, and opinion§^ 
voiced FOR beer on campus 
were in the majority. It was 
noted that many of the young- 
er students, over whom Coun- 
cil's objections are concern- 
ed were not present. A review 
of the general siuntion will 
be forthcoming. 

At the conclusion of the 
meeting, Brittain Hall resol- 
utions from the fall meeting 
were briefly discussed.
